WILL IT BE REASON - OR EXPERIENCE? 


“I do not oppose all that seems wrong, be¬ 
cause the multitudes arc more effectively set 
right by experience than kept from going 
w rong by reasoning with them.” 

—Benj. Franklin 

Franklin, after helping win the Revolution 
and then working ceaselessly for ratification 
of the Constitution, issued the above statement 
when our Republic was in its infancy, finding 
its way along uncharted paths. Even if reason¬ 
ing had kept the populace off shoals and reefs, 
they may not have appreciated the guidance. 
But trial and error — experience, to be exact 
—taught our forebearers dear lessons, lessons 
they come to know were bonefide. Would they 


have been so sure through reason only, minus 
the experience? 

It seems the human race should be advanced 
sufficiently to abide by reason alone — but 
Franklin knew better. On some things the popu¬ 
lace just has to find out for itself by trial and 
error. 

And in this volatile age of change, will rea¬ 
son govern? Or may we learn only through ex¬ 
perience? If so, what will this method of trial 
and error pull us into before we realize the 
results and then reason out the manner? 

Experience causes one to suddenly realize 
what reason had already tried to teach.

JUNIOR COLLEGE TRANSFER STUDENTS 
DO BETTER THAN “NATIVE” STUDENTS 


KENTUCKY'S POPULA¬ 
TION increased by 122,156 
ever the last decade, accord¬ 
ing to the preliminary figures 
from the U. S. Census Bureau. 
The 1970 population count 

was put at 3,160,312. 

The state’s largest city, Louis¬ 
ville, lost 33,716 residents 
during the 10-year period, 
numbering 356,923 citizens in 
1970. Jefferscn County, how¬ 
ever, gained 79,028, for a 
1970 count of 689,975. Urban 
(lengwal and the trend to 
suburban living was trend to 
reason for the decline in 
Louisville’s population . . , . 
Preliminary figures also show¬ 
ed that Lexington’s gain of 
45,134 residents upped 1970 
total to 107,944 and places 
the Fayette County metropo¬ 
lis in line to become a first- 
class city. The state constitu¬ 
tion provides a city may be¬ 
come first-class after achieve. 
ing a population of more 
than 100,000. The action,

of employment was blamed 
for population losses in South¬ 
ern Kentucky. The count in 
the 5th District dropped from 
417,544 to 383,169 in 1970. 


A study of the academic performance of 
community (two-year) college transfer students 
compared to students who took their academic 
work on the central campus of the University 
Df Kentucky, reveals no great difference in the 
academic performance of the two groups. 

In fact, the two-year college transfer stu¬ 
dents achieved slightly higher grades for their 
four years of college work than a comparable 
number of "native” students on the four-year 
campus. 

The study was made by Dr. R. N. Sutton, 
native of Rockcastle county and now director 
of admissions at Western Kentucky University. 

Dr. Sutton used matched-pair design, study¬ 
ing performances of 140 pairs of students, half 
from community colleges and half "native” 
students. 

Average of their respective grades for four 
years of college turned out this way— 

"Native” Student — 1st Year. 2.51; 2nd 
Year, 2.58: 3rd Year, 2.57; 4th Year, 2.83. 

Transfer Student — 1st Year, 2.76; 2nd Year, 
2.98: 3rd Year. 2.61: 4th Year. 2.88. 

Their academic performance was measured 


in terms of grade-point averages. 

This newspaper for several years has champ¬ 
ioned the need for community, or junior col¬ 
leges. with free bus transportation into neigh¬ 
boring areas. We have long maintained that 
four year campuses can profit greatly through 
the two-year college system, because native 
Kentucky students who get their first two 
years of college work at community colleges, 
or anywhere, for that matter, will make better 
upper-classmen on four-year campuses than 
students from outside the state. 

But junior colleges are needed in order that 
native Kentuckians from low-income families 
may receive a chance to go to college. 

Also, free bus transportation is needed for 
students who find it impossible to commute 
privately to junior colleges. 

Such a system will cost parents and taxpayers 
less than building costly dormitories on four- 
year campuses, will provide equal educational 
opportunities to all Kentuckians, and will pro¬ 
vide four-year campuses with a better type of 
upper classmen.

LIMIT FARM SUBSIDIES— 
After a two-year fight, the 
Senate last week veted an 
amendment to a farm appro¬ 
priation bill that will limit 
subsidy payments to any farm 
to $20,000 maximum. The 
amendment already had been 
approved by the House. But 
the limitation will effect few 
farms in Kentucky. Last year 
only 11 farms received sub¬ 
sidy payments above $20,000. 
Top subsidy payment ir. Ken¬ 
tucky last year went to Rey¬ 
nolds Metals Co., which col¬ 
lected $34,500 for farm prac¬ 
tices on its 9,000 acre farm 
in Henderson county.

TRY KILLING TOBACCO PRO¬ 
GRAM — Senator Frank Moss 
of Utah caught tobacco state 
senators unaware last Thursday 
and proposed an amendment to 
the Agriculture Department ap¬ 
propriation hill which if it had 
passed would have barred use 
of federal funds for the tobacco 
price-support program. But to¬ 
bacco states senators rallied 
their forces quickly and defeat¬ 
ed the anti-smoking amendment 
52 to 15 Moss's amendment also 
sought to prohibit federal pay¬ 
ment of tobacco insection and 
grading fees. Moss is a long¬ 
time critic of the tobacco pro¬ 
gram, claiming it is a health 
hazard. His state grows the most 
pork in the nation, and health 
authorities long have known 
that pork, particurly hard lard 
fat. is the prime cause of arte- 
riocelorsis (hardening of the 
arteries), yet Senator Moss has 
never sought to outlaw pork 
production, nor label it as dan¬ 
gerous to health.

to drill one foot,” said Beick 
Strickland, Monitor's division 
manager. 

Strickland said Wednesday 
he hoped to get to the gra¬ 
nite in another two weeks, 
but he said they might have 
to go as deep as 10,000 feet 
to get to it. 

“We are going to the gra¬ 
nite. Then if we don’t hit any 
more pays, we will come back 
up the 4.600 foot level and 
wonk the gas we hit there,” 
Strickland said. 

The well is being drilled 
on the Cecil Ison farm at 
Stephens at the mouth of Ison 
Creek on Little Fork in eas¬ 
tern Elliott. Slim Ray of Lon¬ 
don is the drilling contrac¬ 
tor, using a rotary rig. 

Trading in leases is still 
lively in the area, and all 
the big companies are keep¬ 
ing scouts at the scene. 

Ashland Oil, Penzoil and 
Shell own most of the leases 
in that section, though Moni¬ 
tor has bought several thou¬ 
sand acres of leases nearby 
in western Lawrence county. 

Monitor has said it will 
drill a second deep-test in this 
area, probably in eastern 
Morgan.

Temperature was around 92 
degrees Tuesday afternoon 
when fire started in the C. C. 
Elam building on Miain street 
and spread to buildings on 
either side; the Elam Utility 
Co. building and the Rex 
Theatre building. 

And the heat became so 
intense in a short while that 
it melted some letters of the 
large “ASHLAND” sign on 
Collin’s Ashland Oil Service 
Station across Prestonsburg 
street, also melted the glass 
out of a large street sign at 
the service station.

The a 
mendment was introduced by 
Sen. Frank Moss of Utah, the 
anti-smoking advocate who led 
the fight for tougher health 
warnings on cigarette packages 
He introduced his amendment 
with scant forewarning. Sen 
John Sherman Cooper of Ken 
tucky said he knew about the 
Moss amendment only 45 minut¬ 
es before it was Introduced. 


Cooper and other tobacco state 
senators hastily took the floor 
to attack the amendment while! 
others sought votes to defeat it. 
Defeat it they did. But it was 
an ominous reminder that the 
anti-cigarette forces smell com 
plete victory for their cause and \ 
are not about to be satisfied 
with their recent victories a- 
gainst the tobacco industry.

In these helter-skelter, hustle- 
hustle days, a lot of us hanker 
for simpler times, when a man 
meant more; where the pace 
was slower, where machines and 
technology had not become all- 
involving. 

A young West Liberty man 
feels he has found this slower 
gear in today's life in the coun¬ 
try of Iran. And he means to 
keep on living that pace, at 
least for a while. 

Darryl Spencer, son of Dr. 
and Mrs. Alec Spencer, this 
week wraps up a month’s stay 
in the United States. It follows 
three years in Iran with the 
Peace Corps and he has contract¬ 
ed to return to that country next 
week as a teacher in the Univer¬ 
sity of Mashhad. 

His initial pair of years were 
spent at Fasa, in the south, and 
last year he taught at Bidokht, 
in the far northeast. In each 
instance, and next year, too, 
Englih is his subject. 

“This country has long made 
English a requirement in grades 
7-12,’’ he said, and now they are 
emphasizing the language at 
higher levels. One entire uni¬ 
versity there has -now been 
made all English.” It is now be 
coming the country’s second 
language, as far as schools are 
concerned, and has practically 
edged aside French. 

But the major question with 
a youth like Darryl Spencer is 
Why? He has an answer.

QUESTIONS AND 
ANSWERS 

Q. Is a veteran 65 years of 
;.ge or older required to furnish 
evidence of disability to be 
1 eligible for VA pension? 

A. No, unless he is also claim¬ 
ing he is housebound or re¬ 
quires aid and attendance. 

Q. I was just discharged from 
! the Army, and have two teeth 
| that need filling. Will the VA 
do this for me? 

A In most cases, yes, but you 
should apply at once—preferab 
l ly, within six months of separa- 
1 Lon. In no event should you 
i delay before applying for this 
! dental treatment for more than 
j one year from the date of your 
! discharge. 

Q. My husband, a veteran, 
died recently, and the VA paid 
his life insurance to his former j 
v ife even though they had been 
divorced 15 years ago. Why 
was this done? 

A. The VA is required by law 
to pay the insurance to the last 
person designated as beneficiary 
by the insured veteran. 

0. I am a single veteran al 
tending college while drawing 
educational assistance from the 
VA. I plan to marry a widow 
with two children. Will I have 
to adopt the children in order 
to receive encreased education 
al assistance. 

A. No. You mav claim them 
as step-children, if they live in 
your household It is not necos 
sary to adopt them to qualify 
for additional assistance.

YOUR SOCIAL 
SECURITY 


Social security is for youn¬ 
ger families and workers too, 
according to Thomas B. 
Thompson, manager of the 
Ashland district social security 
office. 

Thompson stated tha*. a re¬ 
cent survey disclosed that 
approximately 69^) of youn¬ 
ger workers surveyed looked 
on social security primarily 
as a program for older peo¬ 
ple. and were not aware that 
they had a current protection 
under the program too in case 
of their disability or death. 

“It often happens that in 
the case of the death of a 
younger worker his social se¬ 
curity is the most valuable 
single asset that he leaves 
his family," Thompson stated. 
He went on to point out that 
in case of death, survivors 
benefits for a widow and two 
children range from a mini¬ 
mum of $96 a month tc about 
$434 a month, with ar. aver¬ 
age of about $292 per month. 
‘‘This can add up to a lot 
of money, particularly if the 
children are quite young.” 
Thompson stated. He went on 
to state that some 3 million 
surviving children and \vo- 
dowed mothers get social se¬ 
curity each month. 

Thompson stressed further 
that if the worker becomes 
disabled social security can 
help provide support for both 
the worker and his family, 
with benefits ranging from 
a minimum of $96 a month 
to a maximum of $434 a 
month, with an average of 
about $273 a month. 

“Some 2 '■* million disabled 
workers and their dependents 
receive benefits each month, 
“Thompson stated.
